It is possible to erect school build­ 
ings at less than half the money ex­ 
pended four years ago for the same 
size and kind of structure, according 
to recent contract figures announced 
by the department of public instruc­ 
tion. 
For a twenty-two-room 
junior- 
senior high school building at Yea­ 
don, 
Delaware 
county, contracts 
nave been awarded at a total cube 
cost of slightly less than seventeen 
and a half cents. For general con­ 
struction on the building the cube 
cost runs below this remarkably low 
figure, the contract being awarded 
at twelve and a quarter cents for a 
fire resistive structure. The build­ 
ing will house 600 pupils, and con­ 
tains an auditorium 
and

sium. 
The department reports few new 
school buildings being erected this 
year in Pennsylvania.
